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Disneyland 
circulates 
goofy bucks

New "currency" featuring 
Mickey Mouse and 
Goofy goes on sale in 
Disneyland starting 
Tuesday, thanks in part to the 
cooperation of Scrooge McDuck. 

The "Disney Dollars" in de-
nominations of $1 and $5 will be 
sold or given in change within 
the park. Tourists can spend the 
bills for food or souvenirs at 
Disneyland, exchange them for 
the same amount of U.S. "green-
backs" or take them home. 

"The money always will be 
good with us," said Lorraine 
Santoli, a Disneyland spokesper-
son. "People who decide to save 
the dollars can spend them on 
return visits." 

Each bill sports an elaborate, 
colorful design and the signature 
of Scrooge McDuck, "treasurer." 
Santoli added that neither 
McDuck nor other Walt Disney 
Co. officials have plans to sell 
the goofy money by mail; collec-
tors wanting samples presumably 
will have to visit Disneyland in 
Anaheim, Calif.
